Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Sharon Fenick on February 17, 2005 for amending claim 19, which claims "the system according 
to claim 1" to "the system according to claim 12". 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken singly or in combination does not teach or suggest, a method for 
communicating between graphics memory storage elements, among other things, comprising: 

recalling each identified address for each graphics memory storage element where said 
specific data (needed for SIMD instruction) is stored, and using said recalled addresses to 
retrieve said specific data into another set of graphics memory storage elements wherein one or 
more of a plurality of channels have been dedicated for data storage (claims 1,2, 11, 12, and 23). 

a fi-ame buffer (claim 21)/ a texture memory (claim 22) for storing each identified 
address, for each texel/pixel where specific data is stored, and a pixel-to-pixel communicator 
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using said stored addresses to retrieve specific data into selected set of pixels (claim 21) or into 
selected set of texels (claim 22). 

The closest prior art. Rich (U.S. Patent No. 5,923,338) teaches an image generation 
system including a SIMD processing array, comprising transferring texture between a host 
processor and a video memory, which fimctions as a fi-ame buffer. Texture values after being 
converted to map address, are looked up in a texture map storage for processing, and then stored 
in the fi-ame buffer. 

However, reference Rich neither teaches recalling identified address, and using recalled 
addresses to retrieve specific data into another set of graphics memory storage elements, nor 
teaches the above mentioned features of the texture memory and fi"ame buffer.
